BROTHER WITNESS

Edward Paul Bittner appeared in

UNION LABOR ON STATE 
CAPITOL IS DEMANDED 


Committee of Which P. J. Mor- 
in Is Head Calls on Com- 
mission at Jefferson City. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 9.—Nineteen 
labor union ‘representatives today de- 
manded of the Board of Permanent Seat 
of Government and the State Capitol 
Commission that a union clause be 
incorporated in the contract for the 
construction of the new $3,500,000 State 
capitol. A committee of the Building 
Trades Union, appointed by the State 
Federation of Labor, of which P. J. Mo- 
rin of St. Louis is chairman, formally 
presénted the demand.

Grove Park. Player said that the price 
of $80 a foot for the ground was exorbi- 
tant, and that its value was not in ex- 
cess of $60 or $60 a foot. 

On the basis of Player’s valuation of 


the property, with which -Councilman 


Protzmann agrees, there would be an 
apparent profit of $20 to $30 a foot in 
the sale of the property to the city at 
$80 a foot. As the strip contains nearly 
1800 feet, the total apparent excess to be 
paid to the owner and option holder 
would be from $35,000 to $50,000. 
Kiel Piaces Price Low. 

Mayor Kiel said he was not familiar 
with the details of the bill. Land val- 
ues in the neighborhood of Tower Grove 
Park, he said, were not above $50 to $60} 
a foot. 

The bill authorizing the purchase of 
the land is scheduled to come up in tae 
Council for passage Friday.

The purchase of the land at this time 
would cause the city’s investment to 
remain idle until the Supreme Court 
passes upon the case, and if the decision 
should be against the city, the invest- 
ment would be lost, he said. 

Murphy, who is Third Assistant Dep- 
uty City Assessor, living at 3255 Penn- 
sylvania avenue, is now fathering the 
bill pending in the Council. He owns 
some of the land and has options on 
the rest. Numerous other attemmfs have 
been made in recent years to sell this 
property to the city, but has failed: 

The strip of land ts known as the 
Payne tract, and is at the northwest 
corner of the park. It is 1740 feet lgng 
and 18 feet deep. It would be a contin- 
uation of the 200 feet Shaw strip around 
the park. 

When Henry. Shaw deeded Tower 
Grove Park to the city he provided that 
a strip of land 200 feet wide surrounding 
the entire park should be leased on long 
terms for villa purposes, the rentals to 
zo to Shaw during his life time, and 
afterwards to his estate. It was Shaw’s 
idea that there would be a big demand 
for the villa sites, but it was found be- 
fore his death that the scheme was im- 
practicable. 

The city was never able to lease the 
‘villa sites, and the 200-foot strip of land 
has been used for Park purposes. A few 
years ago the trustees of the Shaw 
estate filed suit to have the title of the 
strip of land reconveyed to them so that 
the lots might be sold outright to per- 
sons who desired to use them for villa 
purposes. 

Must Await Court Decision. 

That suit was decided against the 
trustees in the Circuit Court, but was 
carried to the Supreme Court. It was 
pointed out by Comptroller Player that 
if the decision of the Supreme Court 
should be against the city, the Payne 
tract would be utterly useless for park 
purposes. If it should be acquired now, 
he said, it would have to remain idle 
until the court's decision was handed 
down. 

Profit Net More Than 87000. 

Murphy said Thursday that he owned 
outright 841 feet of the strip, and haa 
an option on the balance, expiring with- 
in four months. 7 

“This property is easily worth $80 a 
foot.”” Murphy said. “I paid $75 a foot 
for some of it, and have offers of $9 a 
foot for some lots for building purposes.

Sketches Governor's History. 

Marshall then sketched the Govern- 
or’s political history. 

“And now William Sulzer, who 
wrought all this,“ continued the attor- 
ney, “stands before you on trial for 
his very existence, charged with bei 
a common criminal. Not because, w 
an incumibent of office, he has been 
gullty of official corruption, not because 
he has taken one dollar of the people's 
money, nor has enriched himself at their 
expense or has received a bribe, or has 
done aught to injure the public weal; 
not because he has been guilty of trea- 
son, of a violation of the Constitution, 
nor of his oath of office; not because 
he has neglected the performance of his 
officiai duties; nor has absented himself 
from the seat of government; nor indi- 


zeal for the public welfare. The 
achievements of his administration, as 
they lag before the eyes of the 
people, absolve him from all suspicion 
of guilt in regard to any of the offenses 
contained in the category of the usual 
forms of official misconduct. 

“When we analyze this collection of 
offenses, we cannot fail to be impressed 
by the fact that the three fundamental 
charges relate to acts which occurred 
and were completed before the respond- 
ent entered upon the performance of his 
duties as Governor and took his consti- 
tutional oath of office. The Court has 
reserved determination of the question 
as to whether those transactions con- 
stitute ground for impeachment, That 
question must now be decided: Will im- 
peachment lie in this state for acts 
which do not constitute ‘wilful and cor- 
rupt misconduct in office?“ 

Marshall dwelt for nearly an hour on 
this subject, quoting legal precedent 43 
length.

At present this office is held by the 
senior Bishop in order of confirmation. 
To become effective, this amendment to 
the constitution requires passage by the 
House of Bishops.

Just 
as Blake ran out, Watchman Hartnett 
appeared. The men drew revolvers and 


told Blake and the watchman to retreat, 


which, Blake says, they did. The men

Channing avenue.

BES Ib TRIAL 


Clerk Alleged to Have Killed 
Christian Boy, 13, as Part 
of Ceremony. 


KIEV, Russia. Oct. -The trial of 
Mendel Belliss, accused of the murder 
of >, Christian boy, Andrew Yashinsky, 
on March . 1911. near Kiev, was begun 
today before a full bench of four judges. 
Intense interest attaches to the trial 
because of the previous announcement 
that the prosecutor would uphold the 
theory of Jewish ritual murder. The 
courtroom was crowded to its capacity 
‘and the building was surrounded by po- 


lice. The jury was drawn by lot and 
consists of peasants with a sprinkling 
of minor officials. 

The mutilated body of Andrew Yushin- 
sky, a 13-year-old boy, was discovered 
in a mall cave in a suburb. The hands 
were tied behind his back and there 
were 47 wounds on his body. Beiliss 
was a clerk in a brick factory nearby. 

The courtroom was crowded when the 
Judges took their seats. The jurymen 
sleep in the courthouse during the trial 
and are kept without newspapers or let- 
ters until their verdict has been given. 

The tables in the corner of the court 
contained the exhibits to be used in evi- 
dence, including dozens of. sealed and 
cloth-bound packages, a large wooden 
box and a mysterious parcel wrapped in 
green paper.

CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—A cablegram ask- 
ing that every Rabbi in the world take 
a solemn oath that there is nothing in 
the religion of the Jewish Church which 
would permit the taking of blood in any 
of its ceremonies, was drafted last night 
by 22 Chicago Rabbis.

The sacrificing of animals ceased with 
the destruction of the second temple, 
and since that time it is absolutely true 
that there has been no use of blood in 
the Jewish ceremonial.”

Michael Moran’s Remains Buried 
Luca 40-Day Trip Across 
: Continent. 


NEW YORK, Oct 9—The body of 
Michael Moran, former New Yorker and 
San Francisco automobile salesmen, 
brought across the continent in a three- 
ton motor hearse, has arrived in New 


York and has been buried in Woodlawn), 


Cemetery, at the end of its @ 7 
journey over 400 miles of mountain, des- 
ert and plain. 


Leaving Peekskill shortly after 7 in 


the morning, the big hearse was met 
at Yonkers by a car of the Frank @B. 


Campbell Co., undertakers, and escorted | 


down Broadway to the company’s rooms, 
where the funeral services were held. 

The hearse, a large white car, was 
driven throughout the trip by W A. 
Peck, San Francisco agent for the car 
manufacturers and an intimate friend 
of Moran. Besides Peck, the hearse car- 
ried R. H. Hambley, a San Diego (Cal.) 
undertaker, and B. F. Mayo, a me- 
chanic. They left San Francisco on Aug. 
28, having in the body of the hearse 
besides the body of Moran, inclosed in a 
traveling box, a supply of bedding, cook-~- 
ing utensils, food and gasoline. 

Hard Going in Utah Desert. 

The hardest part of the trip was en- 
countered, Peck said, in crossing the 
desw't regions of Nevada and Utah. On 
one day in the Salt Lake Desert they 
consumed 18 hours in covering 16 miles. 
On another occasion it cost them three 
hours’ work to get through a canyon 
two and one-half miles long. 

Three successive nights, in Mull Val- 
ley, Utah, they had to sleep in the 
hearse, beside the coffin, with no other 
human being within 100 miles of them. 

Once the Eastern slope of the Rockies 
was passed, however, the going became 
much easier, and in Nebraska the record 
day's run of 316 miles in 11 hours was 
accomplished. 

East of the Mississippi the party en- 
countered some trouble and delay, owing 
to the fact that they came just in the 
wake of the recent heavy rains, and 
found frequent washouts and quagmires 
im the roads. But for these, Mr. Peck 
said, the trip would have been over 
much sooner. 

In spite of all obstacies, the trip was 
made without a single serious mishap. 
Although the car with its load and 
equipment, on leaving San Francisco, 
weighed 6250 pounds, only eight new tires 
were needed on the entire trip, and one 
tire that had been on leaving San Fran- 
cisco was still in place and standing up 
well on the arrival in New York yester- 
day. 

Peck explained the manner in which 
the idea of the trip was born in Mo- 
ran’s brain not long before his death. 

J had known Moran about six years,”
